Nope. At least the last time I talked to Pierre, the majority of their sales 
were to third world countries that can't afford the radios that Harris, 
Rockwell and the first rate companies make. It's a good niche market. 

My last employer before retirement (Datron) did the same thing. 


> A lot of people in the military and federal government will just say, 
>"Is it mil spec? 


As far as I know, *xnothingx SGC makes is "mil-spec". They make 
inexpensive, mechanically rugged radios with far less than 
state-of-the-art performance. There is nothing wrong with that! 
It is just that I'm tired of hearing people say that SGC is 

top of the line mil-spec equipment. It just ain't so. 


> In other words, SGC and other military/government contractors are use to 
>dealing with people in the military/government manner. This is standard 
>business practice for SGC. This is how they do it, and this is how they've 
>always done it, BUT...here come the hams. 


Nope. Again, see above. Their radios are built to better than consumer goods 
standards. They are burned in before shipment. Their "manuals" are far below 


what is required for U.S. mil-spec use (although they do sell to some 
government agencies that don't require mil-spec). 


> Let's say that I'm right about this 5% sold to hams or whoever. I'd bet 
>that if you called SGC and asked em' who gave them the most trouble, it 

>would be...drum roll... hams. Why? Because we are a technical community and 
>know when we're getting screwed, and this is our personal cash on the line. 


Absolutely! 
> There is another side to this, of course. SGC builds mil-spec rigs. 
Again, not so (at least in the main). 


> Let's just say that SGC is a ham-rig manufacturing company with a> 
>government mil-spec attitude and leave it at that. 


Not quite! 


Now, how do I get to be an authority on this subject? Twice I have turned 
down job offers from Pierre (President and sole owner of SGC). I have 

been in his factory several times, and know several other engineers who have 
worked for him. I was asked to be Project Engineer for the 2020, and 
declined. 


I'm not saying that SGC is doing anything wrong, quite to the contrary. 
Rockwell sure couldn't offer a rig like the 2020 for anything near the 
price. Just don't expect to get a state-of-the-art mil-spec radio 

for that price from a company that is in a cut-throat price-sensitive 
market.

It sounds like your rig is working just like it should, based on the meter 
readings you quoted. It is very typical for the usual male voice to talkup a SSB 
transmitter to only about 20% (or less) of its key-down or "whistle" (single 
tone) output. The ratio of peak to average power in an SSB signal is in the 
order that you are seeing. Theoretically, it is 14 db for the average male voice 
at audio baseband and 17db when converted to SSB. In any event your output 
signal should/must sound clean on a monitor receiver. If it is raspy then you 
have a problem that will have to be corrected before you can be concerned about 
meter readings. 


If you want higher meter readings (higher average power output) AND a clean 
output signal, then the only creditable way to achieve that is with r-f speech 
clipping and filtering. The key here is that you want to get the average power 
increase with minimal distortion. It has been shown over the years that only r-f 
clipping and filtering will do that. Soft clipping - clled r-f compression in 
the spec sheets - helps a little, but audio clipping is absolutely out. The 
inband distortion products it creates actually detract from readability even 
though the meters read happily higher. Audio processing works with AM, but not 
with SSB. 


A lot of work was done in this general area, by myself and others, back in the 
70's, especially Collins Radio. It is no coincidence that no Collins SSB radio 
to my knowledge uses audio speech clipping/filtering. Their amateur SSB products 
evidently did not offer r-f£ processing due to the costs. But, several r-f 
processing add-on i-f units came out in the 70's for Collins S-Line and Drake 
C-Line transmitters, in addition to the Comdel and Vomax outboard processors.

Greetings from Alaska, 


(Please keep in mind that this kit worked correctly the first time, I 
like this meter, and I would highly recommend it to anyone who needs an 


L/C meter.) 


Earlier this year I built an AADE L/C Meter IIB kit. I had intended to 
share my notes at that time but events kept me from typing things up and 
the notes stayed handwritten until now. If there have been updates to 
the kit since that time, that is good. My notes are six months old. 


As a successful OHR WM-2 kit builder (Wow!), I felt I could handle the 
L/C Meter IIB kit. As it turned out, the kit worked on first power-up 
but it was far more difficult than the statement in the manual, the 
unit is indeed simple. I had not accounted for sparse instructions 
compared to the OHR kit. The following observations and questions arose 
as I worked through the kit. (Keep in mind I wrote these notes as I 
worked on the kit. This will explain the verb tense used. Also, my 
intended audience when I was writing this was the kit provider. (cc: 
neil@aade.com)) These notes may help someone who is trying to build this 
kit. 


1. The parts list could be enhanced. 

a. So far I can t figure out what C2a and C2b are. (They ended up ina 
separate envelope.) 

b. Can t find the 10 ufd/10v tantalum. It may be there, just can t 
tell. (Decided by process of elimination.) 

c. I admit I don t know how to read capacitor codes that well so why not 
put the codes on the parts list. (e.g., 1000 pf 2% = 2A102F) 

d. C2b is apparently hand picked by the kit manufacturer so that c2a + 
C2b equal exactly 1020 pf total. 

e. Warn the builder that C2a & C2b are in the little envelope so we 

don t lose the NPOs. 

£. There is a 16 pin and an 8 pin IC socket included but not on the 
parts list. 


2. The board is not silk screened and I can only guess the side with the 
words L/C Meter IIB is the top. The parts layout pictorial shows the 

L/C Meter II as reverse and grayed out (as though it is on the 
underside) . 


3. RLY1 says there is a small circle between pin 1 and 2 printed on the 
side of RLY1 which must be at the top end of the PCB. There appears to 
be a zero on the end pin. Is this the corrected pin for pin 1? I 
assume so. 


4. I suggest that additional construction notes be provided. Tell us 
how to know when we have the right parts. (e.g., U1 is LM311N: the part 
says KA 311 514; RLY1 is a Hamlin HE 3621A0510-9744) 


5. Remove the words The unit is indeed simple . I am not finding this 
simple. If the manual was more like the OHR, it could be a very simple 


kit. 


6. Tell us which components should be tipped over. The parts layout 
tells us to tip the 78L05 and the crystal. Are there other parts to 
worry about? Don t leave us to guess we have them all. 


7. Seems the parts layout provided is not for the L/C Meter IIB. Please 
update it. Trying to put resisters in was more difficult because trace 
patterns don t match. 


8. Parts layout does not show leads and what holes they go into. I 
would prefer not to guess or have to trace based on the schematic. It 
shouldn t be necessary. The parts layout is almost clear enough go 
the extra effort. 


9. C7 & C8 say 20 pf on the schematic and parts layout but 22 pf on the 
parts list. 22 pf was provided. Update the schematic and the parts 
layout. 


10. Update the AADE phone number to the correct area code and delete the 
note about changing after 4/97. (I was building this kit in about March 
1998.) 


11. Update the web page to include pictures of the kit and the kit parts 
to help with parts ID and construction. 


12. Provide a parts layout that shows part numbers. Add an additional 
diagram for this. 


13. C3 Make it clear where the positive side goes. Don t make users 

figure it out from the schematic and the PC board. It is not clear on 

the parts layout unless one assumes (tell us) the little plus is on the 
positive side. (Yes, this is obvious to a seasoned kit builder.) 


14. BTW, I am having fun. 


15. Spend a penny or two more and make it so we don t have to flip back 
and forth just to compare parts to the schematic. 


16. Why tip the 78L05 over at 45 degrees? It is lower than the 
capacitors. 


17. Construction, Para 2, next to last line, as read: Do no press . 
Should read Do not press 


18. Construction, para 3, says the short leads go through the PCB. The 
short leads are the solder (fat) lug leads. The longer leads are the 
only ones that could possibly go through the PCB. 


19. When installing socket for U2 I accidentally flowed solder into an 
adjacent hole. I hope it is not a problem with option jumpers. 


20. Tell us the order to put posts together more clearly. 1st: put 
stand off on PCB. 2nd: 3 screws to hold PCB to box, 3rd: close case & 
put on the posts. The order makes a difference. 


21. Tell how to put knobs on. These are the buttons, actually, on the 
side of the kit. It makes a big difference if they are put on wrong and 
they are hard to get off again. 


22. Seems the switch hole could have come closer to being correct. The 
buttons bind tightly enough to stop movement. I had to disassemble the 
case and posts and file the opening in the case. 


23. Why not just add a paragraph that says Cut the alligator clip lead 
in the center and attach on the banana plug to each cut end. When 
using, follow instructions in Stray Inductance and Capacitance 
section, etc. 


24. Manual page 3, the Micro-Computer. The complete schematic is shown 
in Figure 2. Figure 2 is not provided. 


That was the end of my hand-written notes. 
Again, the kit worked, I like it, and I recommend it.

Well I played at the NA sprint at a minimal 30 mWatts. Total take for 
about 2 hrs work was two QSOs - NY and OH. Both states I have already 
worked at less power than that so no great addition to the power logs. 


I spent the first 45 Minutes on 20 Meters alternating between calling CQ 
and trying to answer those who called. At 30 mWatts you have to zero 
beat the station real well, that can be a bit hard with the amount of 
time you have in this contest. That was the logic of calling CQ. Calling 
CQ I found I had about 2 min. before one of the power stations came over 
and grabbed my frequency. Never even got a bite. 


The next half hour was spent on 40 Meters doing much the same thing with 
the same results. 


So I left the rig on did a few things, a bit later I heard a loud 
station in there. Snagged him. Took four repeats for him to get my 
information. 


At that point I kept trying to answer calls. Did finally snag a second. I 
had a third in there, but after three or four tries at the call he gave 
up. At that point I decided that it was not really fair to these guys to 
make them spent so much time digging me out of the mud. They were in it 
for the score and I was just slowing them down too much so I called it 
quits about an hour before the contest ended. 


Net result was two states, NY and OH, both of which I had a lower power 
levels than 30 mWatts. I'll have to put the log together and send it in. 
It was still fun trying the contest at 30 mWatts. 


Equipment used: Sierra set at 500 mWatts with a homebrew 12 db attenuator 
in line to cut the power back to 30 mWatts. Ant: dipole. 


Some observations: 

1. Many of operators waste a lot of their pwr not zero beating the other 
station. In general they can get the QSO by being a bit sloppy there and 
it save them some time. This give the QRP guys a real edge. 


2. Real low power, QRPp, does not work well in a contest where there are 
lots of stations out there. They just don't need to spend the time 
pulling in the weak stations and doing so lowers their score.

Having built the AADE L/C IIB about one year ago and the OHR WM-2 when 
it first came out plus having put together two of both units this 
Saturday for my students to use in a communications course laboratory 
based on the EMTECH NW40 kit, I agree with Jim (AL7FS) that there is a 
significant difference between the instructions for the two products. 
I would suggest reading the all the instructions for the AADE L/C IIB 
before beginning construction; and it is not what I would suggest as a 
first time kit without an "Elmer", due to the sparse instructions. The 
AADE is, however, a very simple kit for an experienced builder, goes 
together quickly and works VERY nicely. I had no problems with the 
switch clearance on the three AADE units I have constructed, but the 
instructions do suggest sandpaper if there is a clearance problem. I 
found the parts illustration more than adequate to compensate for the 
lack of a silk screened parts layout, in fact I did not miss the silk 
screen and had to open one of the units to verify that there was no silk 
screen. 


Unlike the ZM-2 kit there is no metal fabrication. Unlike a typical 


NorCal kit there is no need to paint the chassis and label the panel. 
So the AADE is probably an intermediate kit to which an avid homebrewer 
would be attracted by its measurement accuracy and low cost (less than 
half of a B&K digital LCR meter). 


On-the-other hand overly detailed instructions can be boring to an 
experienced builder, but one can always skim read. I respect Dick's OHR 
manual quality, but I put the second OHR WM-2 together Saturday using 
only the parts layout and switch wiring information in order to save 
time. The OHR WM-2 is one of the best QRP accessories available in my 
humble opinion.

Rather than digging into the circuitry and/or adjustments, take a look at using 
the ALC input to vary the power output. A 9-volt battery, some resistors and a 
pot will give you a variable negative voltage in the © to -4 volt range 
(standard for Icom and perhaps others also) that you can plug into the ALC input 
and vary the power output from zero to max. I use that with my 765 and it works 
very well. 


This approach allows you to run enough power for the autotuner to work and then 
you can just "throttle back" to the desired output. I use a swtich and a pot on 
my setup, but you can easily build it with separate switches for various output 
power levels for operating convenience.

Last week i mentioned that i although my SW30+ was working nicely, I wanted 
to touch up a few things. I got answers for the 2 parts I wasn't sure about: 


1) Transmit offset was too high --> high pitched side-tone that is 
difficult to zero-beat with (i'm rather tone-deaf). 


thanks to Dave, NN1G, and Bob, KC5FMZ for their similar suggestions. I 
changed C18 in the transmit oscillator. for those interested: 


C18 SideToneFreq (Hz) 


150pf 1020 
180pt 877 
270pt 780 <-- ican live with this 


2) When peaking T1, I ‘bottomed out' the slug, so i wasn't sure if i had 
reached ‘the peak’. 


thanks to Roger, N7KT, for suggesting adding capacitance across the output 
of T1. He suggested 22pF, but I wimped out and added 8.2pF, enough so now 
at peak i'm 1/2 turn above bottom. 


3) I changed C7 from 68pF to 60pF (33pF paralleled with 27pF). Along with 
the very limited amount of freedom i had in widening spacing of L1 i moved 
my tuning range: 


68pF ---> 10.089 - 10.122 
60pF ---> 10.0986 - 10.132 


widening the coil spacing of L1 was responsible for 2 or 3 of those kHz. 


Cool rig, and what a deal! Learned bunches from the On-Line Elmer101 class, 
and have a real nice 30m radio all for about $60 (including cost of a small 
TenTec enclosure). I'm planning on getting the K2 when released, but there 
will always be a role for this radio.

I got to operate the K2 at Dayton with headphones on and near some very 
loud signals at the hotel. The QSK is as good or better than any QRP 
rig out there, period!! It blows 100 watt rigs like the Omni VI plus, 
TS-950SDX, TS-870, FT-900, and the FT-1000D, MP, ect. All of which I 
have a lot of experience using QSK with headphones. 


Its not to say the above rigs are bad. But when you operate rigs like 
the Oak Hills 100A, NC-40A, and the Sierra you get pretty spoiled. 


I wish I knew what experience this person had or what rig he was 
comparing it to. Just thought of a few more rigs I have used, some are 
on that reflector ----- Nope they don't cut the mustard either. 


Also keep in mind that this was a rig still in development when I got to 
use it. I asked Wayne if we could fire it up into a real antenna and 
let me use headphones for this very reason. Some people are very 
forgiving about their QSK, especially when using speakers. I personally 


like using headphones while I am in QSO. So I appreciate Wayne and Eric 
for putting up with me after mid-night so I could see for myself. 


Last year when Wayne was getting input about what we would like ina 
QRP rig I sent an e-mail asking for a rig that had QSK of a QRP rig but 
a receiver that I could contest on. To me its just not the same 
contesting QRP on my 950SDX. From what I listen to at Dayton Wayne and 
Eric have something to be proud of. Now if they could add rig control 
so it will interface to my computer (I use NA for contesting software) 
the rice box will be collecting a lot of dust the next contest season. 


My first QRP rig was an Index and I thought I was in Hog QSK Heaven till 
I built a NC-40A. Now the Index is in the bedroom and I don't know when 
the last time I made a contact on it.

All is well so far on my SW40+. I have only L3 and L4 left to install. 
In the Elmer notes the suggestion was made by K5FO to add one more turn 
to L3 and L4. This was based on theory and not on actual rig 
experience. 


Has anyone done this? Did it seem to work out ok? The idea was that 
this would reduce the 2nd order harmonic by up to an additional 4 db. 
(~-30 vs ~-34 db). 


I was going to fire up the rig tonight and try for a contact but I am 
not in a big rush. (How can I be in a rush, the rest of the class is 
done. :-) ) So, I think I will fish for feedback on these last two 
items before I melt solder.

It seems that when I wrote up the documentation of the mods for the 
SW30+, I inadvertently mis-identified the inductor in the low-pass 
filter that gets an extra turn. 


I should have said that *L4* gets one extra turn, *xnot* L3. That makes 
for 16 turns on L4. L3 is still 15 turns. 


Try it with 15 turns as specified in the manual. Then, if you want to 
see what improvement, if any, the extra turn makes - you can easily add 
it 

later. In my rig, the extra turn made for a better match and power 
transfer to both my 50 ohm dummy load and a resonant 30m antenna. The 
result was several hundred milliwatts additional output with no 
observed degradation of the spectral purity. 


Seems I did the same thing with L3 and L4 in the mods for the SW40+. 
So if you also have that info, the extra turn is to be added to L4, 
*xnot* 

L3. This is the toroid that is closet to the PA transistor, and that is 
probably why I identified it as L3 on the schematic, and not L4 as it 
actually is. The parts placement threw me off! ;-)

My favorite source for test equipment is Coppes Electronics, in Bisbee, 
AZ. The prices and service are as reasonable as any I have found. 


You need more bandwidth than you think... that's the first rule. The 
specified BW of a 'scope is its -3 dB point, which is 30% error. Asa 
good rule of thumb, you want a scope with 5X the bandwidth of the 
highest frequency signal you want to look at... so 150 MHz if you want 
to measure sigs at 30 MHz. (See QST, July, '76). 


There is so little difference in prices on older scopes, I wouldn't 
bother with the very old models. Ina portable scope, go for the 
465/465A or the 475/475A. Any of the 7000 series will be fine, as well. 
I use a 7603, and have the diff amp plug, so I can go down to 10 
microvolts/div, conventional dual trace plug, and such, for about the 
same price as a portable. 


If you need scope manuals, see Deane Kidd, W7TYR. He has the world's 
largest collection, and sells copies at reasonable prices.

So while I was watching the Cuban film version of the Garcia Marquez 
story "A very old man with enormous wings," I had a chance to let the 
antenna ideas sit down to talk with the story line of the film. The usual 
stuff: life, chances, changes, chicanery, Pablo Milanes singing a song 
about caring for each other, la mujer ara al, stuff like that. 


Here's the deal: The 40m V is/was fed with RG8 to one of those plastic 
pipe balun deals that I had laying around. Tying the two legs together 
with a chunk of wire that's just over 8 ft off the ground let me tune it 
(as I had before) on various frequencies. It was interesting ‘cause I was 
able to hear 17m DX sigs maybe better 'n before. I say "maybe better" 
‘cause I ain't got no fancy test or memory gear to be anything more than 
subjective. Kinda like the old guy & the so-called miracles . . . or the 


so-called exorcism . 


If I were cool, I'd feed the wire with 300 Ohm open wire or TV twin lead 
or something so it would tune different & maybe work better. But . 


Should I feed it at the bottom of the triangle, in the middle of what is 
the long, horizontal section & thus not use any 300 Ohm or twin lead at 
all? Or should I feed it with the twin lead to the top, the apex, about 
35 £t off the ground? Will my signals have lower angle with the 
bottom/middle of the horizontal feed? Will the old man really ever fly? 
And why did the little boy hoover off the ground with little humming 
noises like a humming bird makes? 


Operators are standing by. I got another radio web page idea to finish. 
The rooms will fill up with memories & giggling ghosts.
